W. A. Rae, ex-M.P.P. for Peace 
River, and Morton Teare, of Pou.e 
Coupe, brought with them samples 
of the ore when they arrived from 
Grande Prairie on Wednesday. A 
sample assayed by Prof. Kelso, of the 
Adberta university, showed 68.13 per 
cent. of iron, 042 per cent. phos- 
phorus and .026 per cent. sulphur. 
The low phosphorus and eulphur con- 
tent és as important as the high per 
centage ‘of metal in decidifig the vai- 
ue of the ore. In this case the sil- 
phur and phosphorus were negligible 
As to the valpe of the metalic con- 
tent, it @ said that the siderite ore 
upon which the iron industry of Eng¢- 
and ‘fe built, contains only 86 per 
cent. in mete'lic iron. 

In the second annual report of the 
Scientific and Industrial Research 
Council of Alberta, the following r¢- 
ference is made by Dr. John (A. Allen 
to the iron ore near Half Way River, 
under the heading ‘‘Limestone De- 
posit: 

“On various occasions samples of 
linianite ore, a nydrated form of 
jron oxide, have been exhibited in 
Edmonton from a diatrict on the 
upper (Peace River, toward the 
head of Half Way River. 

“A number of specimens, eaid to 
represent the t.nor of the deposit, 
were analysed by J. 8. Kelso, direct- 
tor of the industrial jJaboratories, 
University of Alberta, the analyses 
of these speci!mena is ae follows:

MINOR ACCIDENTS 


The lees sulphur and phosphorus 
there is in fron the more waluable it 
is. It im the presence of these ele- 
ments in 400 large proportion that de- 
stroys the value of the iron deposits 
of Northern Ontario. 

There are eurface showings at inter- 
vals over an erea about 60 miles in 
length by 30 in breadth. The location 
lies lengthwise parallel to the Half 
Way diver, and extends southerly to 
within 80 miles o1 the Peace at Hud- 
son's Hope. Its eastern Jimit is the 
western boundary of the Peace River 
block. It ds under Britieh Columbia 
jurisdiction entirely. Pits have been 
dug An the dron ehowings from four 
fo nine.feet deep without going 
through the fron deposit. 

Dr. Allan in the Research Counell 
report refers to the coal deposita ait- 
uated in the Peace River Canyou near 
Hudson's Hope as followe. t

To the Indians who inhabit the 


shores of Lake Athabasca the Eek!- 
mos are known as thé ‘Men from the 
Sea,” with the afided adjective of | 
“very strong.” The Chipewyans are, 
éerrified oy the travellers from the} 
Arctic wastes, and when reports 
reach the teepees that Dekimos have 
been es. hunting in the Barrens, | 
that settles the matter as far as the 
Indians are concerneé—they remain 
chose to the home camps, and !f the 
caribou tio not migrate within their 
immediate ken, starve 

The traders @t Chipewyan and 
Fond du Lac, who depend on the furs 
brought in from the Barrens, are 
praying devoutly that no Wekimos 
will penetrate to.¢he south this sea- 
son,anil thet last winter’s drama will 
not Ne repeated when a number of 
the Caribou Eater tribe perished 
from starvation. The fur traders at 
Chipewyan are represented by Colin} 
Fraser and Sons, Hamdon ani Ally, 
the Lamson-Hubbard company, ani 
the H.B.C., el! of whom have laid| 
in large stocks of supplies (n antici- 
pation of a busy season, rabbits be- 
ing plentiful, a sign meaning that the 
game wh'ch lives on them will also 
be in abundance. 

Indians Now O.K. 

The remainder of the Caribou 
Eater ‘band are nuw in normal cir- 
cumstances, eays Corpore! Cooke of 
the kee detachment at (its- 
cere , and though some of the gribe 
perished from lack of food, they were 
fortunete in missing the influensa 
epidemic which played havoc with 
the natives at Chipewyan, Fond du 
Lac, end other posts. All toil, treaty 
was paid to 15¢ Cartbou Ex‘ers this 
season, 15 of the band having suc-| 
cumbed fast winter; the rematider 
are now hunting ¢n tthe Barren Lands, 
eastwards of Fitsgerald, and wil!)

of the dreaded Hekimos. The latter 
are stated to travel in considerable | 
bands; they are a courageous people, | 
whereas the Intiane are timid, anu) 
whenever it is known that the Esx! | 
moe are hunting, that area is prompt: | 
ly vacated py the Ind‘ans. 


From Hudson's Bay. 


As their name implies, the Ca ‘how 
Eaters live on the deer from the 
Arctlo coast on thelr annual trek; 
for a few years past there has Seen 16 
migration of the immense ca*hou 
herds in the vicinity of Mitnveraid 
and as the Indians were ufradl to 
penetrate the Barrens to seasch for 
them, fearing the Eskimos, the R.C, 
M.P. were under the necessity of 
sending out food supplites by dog 
team and centralls'ng the gribe at a 
point where they could be kept in 
touch with by the Guartians of the 
North. 

The reason for the absence of the 
castbou in the neighborhood is 
thought to be traceable to fire, ae 
much of the area enst of the Slave 
river was burned off during ‘the past 
few years. This meant that the mons 
on which the ocarfbou live was de- 
stroyed, hence the animals soygght 
other districts during their march! to 
the south. Corporal Cooke also 
states that the carfbou when travell- 
dng turn their backs to the prevailing 
winds in the same manner os domes- 
ttle catthe, and with the air currents 
blowing from tho northwest the 
bands headed south east once they 
thad come as far south as the Great 
Glave Lake. 

Wolves 


Caribou have been plentiful dur- 
ing ¢he past years et Fond du Lac, on 
the east end of Lake Athabasca and 
from there towards the Hudson Bay, 
which would seem ¢o bear out this 
theory, which js further eubdstantiated 
by thenumber of timber wolf pelts 
brought into Fond @u lec. The gray 
kitlers follow ¢he caribou herds, and 
two Goandinaviane who trap the un- 
known country in the North West 

es «above Saskatchewan's 
marthern frontier «tate that large 
bande of t'mber wolves were encount- 
ered in the district named throughout 
the winter.

|aein telegraph,” the cartbou w'll cross 


the Great Glave Lake to the mouth 
of the Roches River, from there mi- 
grating in a generally south-easterly 
direction.

Toronto, Oct. 21—The total cost of, 
the great war was two hundred and | 
| forty-six billions of dollars, Henry} 
Higas, C'B., the great British financial | 
expert, told an audience at Toronto} 
university last night in hie second 
| secture on Buropean financial prob- 
lems. 

| Twenty-three billions of this am- 
| ount, representing inter-allied debts, 
must be subtracted. The total cot 
le divided as follows: One hundred 
and thiny billions among the allies, 
thirty-three billions for the United 
Btates, and eighty-three billions 
among the centra! powers. From the 
1913 @tandard of money, tho total 
cost of the war is eighty-three bil- 
| hiona of doliars. In other words, one- 
seventh of the whole of the pre-war 
wealth was spent in the war. In at- 
| tempting to answer the question “Can 
| Germany pay her indebtedness?” Mr. 
| Higgs pointed out that while the fin- 
encial conditions of Germany were 
very serious, her economic conditions 
were rapidly improving. 

He declare@ that the shortage of 
capital in Europe at the present time 
was the basis of all her Mnancial 
trouble.
